In the Duke, 
the central figure of the painting, one sees the love-sick man wishing to be entertained 
by the songs and music of his surrounding friends and attendants. Yet. withal cannot 
be hidden the trouble which is uppermost in his mind—his unrequited love for Olivia. 
On his right is seated Viola disguised as a boy. To his left the Clown singing with 
earnestness and at the same time with such an air of self-satisfaction which denotes the 
high value he sets on his own abilities.

The next in age is a portion (24 pp.) of an historical account 
of the Civil Wars of the Homans ; written about 1500. There are also 14 pp. of a 
treatise on Botany written about 1500. The poetical pieces are in the earlier part of 
the book, the first poem beginning with the line “ He lan os cen chonatach geall do gnath 
ga geiniolach,” at the end of which is a note concerning the doings of the Earl of Essex 
in Ireland in 1599. Then follows a poem by Conn O Cleire, written when prisoner in 
Dublin Castle; next a poem addressed by Aodh mac Diarmuda mic an Bhaird to Aodh 
mac Pilib U Kaghalle. The scribe regrets the probable identity between the poet and 
the youth who suffered oeath in Dublin Castle in 1598. Six pages of prose ensue; 
then three pages of poetry by Lochlainn mac Tadhg oig U Dalaigh. With a note 
added by T. C. in 1639, probably one of the U Clery family. Birth and obituary notices 
of O Clery’s and O’Reilly’s in 1722-1736 appear on blank’pages. Then in the earlier 
scribe’s hand, a curse on the slayer of the original owner of the MS. who was killed in 
1596.

The preface (by David LaiDg) is a rare piece of 27 pages, with a facsimile on 16 
pages of an extra sheet found in the G1 amines copy of the Breviary.

The Books of Ritual of the Scottish Church which were saved from destruction 
in the great Ecclesiastical revolution of the Sixteenth Century, were very few ; and it 
has so happened that through negligence in this country, or by reason of the civil 
tumults of France, the many offices which were in use throughout the Dioceses of 
Scotland have become so rare, that only one Breviary and one Missal are now known 
to exist. Tlie Breviary is that which was used in the extensive Diocwof Aberdeen, 
in the Province of Saint Andrew; it was printed by Chapman, the first printer estab¬ 
lished in Scotland, in 1502 and 1510, but is now of such rarity, that no more than four 
copies (and no one of these altogether perfect) can be traced.

No other copy is known, either in or out of Spain, of this valuable map, which was drawn 
on vellum by the hand of Santa Cruz in 1542, he beiDg then the Cosmografo Mayor of the Royal 
Department of Charts at Seville. It is entitled “ JS'ova verior et Integra totius orbis descriptio,’* 
and bears the imperial arms of Charles V, to whom it is dedicated. It represents the world as 
two hemispheres, with the poles as centres, and is arranged in gores as though intended for the 
model of a globe. The American portion is undoubtedly that which constitutes the chief interest 
of the work, and its importance in that respect is heightened by the immense number of geo¬ 
graphical names inseril>ed upon it. Although until recently quite unknown to modern scholars, 
this map is evidently one referred to in the “ Diferencia de Libros " of Vanegas (printed in 1540), 
who described it on account of the new method of projection on which it was designed. The 
difference of date between 1540 and 1542 merely implies that Vanegas had seen the draught plan 
two years before the work w r as finished in its existing ornate condition by Santa Cruz. 

As one of the most valuublc of the series of world-maps produced within half a century of 
the great discovery l y Columbus, the work of Santa Cruz must be found indispensable for the 
use of students in this fiuc reproduction, the only form in which it i» accessible.

This great Monumental work supersedes all its predecessors, and is indis¬ 
pensable for great Public Libraries. 

The last decade of the nineteenth century will probably be known hereafter as 
the age of lexicography. Apart from the monumental New English Dictionary, 
upon which Dr. Murray and Mr. Bradley are labouring with a precision of detail 
never before attempted, the Clarendon Press has at present in hand no less than 
four other great lexicographical works: Dean Payne Smith’s Thesaurus Syriacus 
and Prof. Toller’s revision of Bosworth’s Anglo-Saxon Dictionary—both now 
nearly completed ; the Hebrew Lexicon of the Old Testament, by American and 
English scholars, and the Concordance to the Septuagint, planned by the late 
Edwin Hatch—both still in an early stage. For modern oriental languages, it 
is sufficient to mention Prof. Salmone’s Arabic) and Dr. Steiugass’s Persian 
Dictionary, each of which received pecuniary help from the Secretary of State 
for India. And now wo are promised a new Chinese-English Dictionary, by 
Mr. Herbert A. Giles, H.B.M. consul at Ning-po, whose name already stands on 
the title-page of some seventeen sinological books. 

The work was projected by the author as far back as 1874, and he has been 
carrying it on at intervals ever since. The entire plan, and by far the greater 
part of the execution, are his own. But, of course, he has not disdained to 
utilize the previous labours of others, or to accept help from his colleagues in 
the consular service, and from native scholars. Two years were devoted to the 
arrangement and transcription of the material; and the printing at Shanghai, by 
Messrs. Kelly and Walsh, has taken about twelve months. It will be published 
very shortly, in a quarto volume of fifteen hundred pages, by Mr. Bernard 
Quaritch. 

Without the use of special types, it is not easy to give an account of the 
work, as sketched out in the Preface. The totah number of characters given, 
each under a separate heading, is 13,848, every one numbered for the purpose of 
easy reference by means of the Radical Index. It appears that the famous 
lexicon which passes under the name of K‘ang Hsi contains more than forty 
thousand characters, but we are assured that a Chinese newspaper can be 
printed with a fount of six thousand. Each character is marked with another 
number denoting its “tone” in Pekinese, followed by its romanisation in no less 
than nine dialects, and also in the languages of Korea, Japan, and Annam. 
Opposite the character are given its various meaning#, without any attempt to 
trace the original etymology or the subsequent derivations. Then come illus¬ 
trative entries, arranged in the same order as the meanings, which have 
purposely been collected both from books and from conversation; for Mr. Giies 
maintains that there is no real distinction between classical and colloquial 
Chinese. 

“ Some phrases are purposely given in wrongly written forms, because such 
forms happen to be in common use. A large number of entries have been 
introduced to illustrate the best and highest planes of Chinese thought. Others, 
as affording glimpses into political, commercial, and social life. Proverbs, 
household words, and even nursery rhymes, occur among the hundred thousand 
examples which go to make up this book. Even a general reader might find it 
not without interest to glance through the entries under the characters for wine , 
doctor , crime or punishment , drunk, to gamble , & c.” 

All the entries are translated into English, upon the accuracy of which 
Mr. Giles admits that the value of the entire work depends. After an 
interesting discussion upon the absence of grammar in Chinese—or at least 
upon the uselessness of any grammatical rules that have been laid down by 
European scholars—the Preface ends with a dedication to “ the honour and 
advancement of the British consular service.”— Academy , November 19th, 1892.

Extract from the Essay by Signor Biagi: 

The accompanying illustrations . . „ which are here reproduced for the first time, appear to 
us to be of great importance in the history of Dantesque iconography. . . . They are remarkable 
aa an illustrative commentary on the Poem ; and also for the evident effort to portray the full 
intention, and the different aspects of a scene, grouping the episodes around the principal subject 
in such a way as to throw full elucidation on it. . . . The designs are executed according to the 
technique of chiaroscuro. In the beginning arc some pages of summary, and descriptive sketches 
of the site, shape, and measurements of Hell. ... We do not pretend to offer it [the collection] 
to the public as an artistic masterpiece, but only as one of the most perfect series of illustrations 
of the Divine Comedy attempted at the time when it was the object of devoted study by savants 
and artists. Indeed it seems manifest that these pages combine the work of the artist and the 
student, both intent on a task very difficult to fulfil. 

Mr. John Addington Symonds , in his Prefatory Notes, thus writes of Sbradanus: . 

It seems that he started painting at Bruges. Antwerp, and Lyons, before he came to Italy. 
The fact that Cosimo d6 Medici, Grand Duke of Tuscany, had established a tapestry manufactory 
under two Flemings, Johannes and Marcus Van der Roost, probably drew him to Florence. 
Here he was employed to make designs for arras-work, and the number he turned out is said to 
have been beyond the scope of calculation. He was, indeed, extraordinarily prolific. . . . Two 
of the decadent Florentine painters, Georgio Vasili and Francesco Salviati, esteemed him highly 
for his powers of invention, and still more for his facility. Like his fellow-countryman, Marten 
de Vos. Stradanus executed a vast amount of hack-work for the chief engraving companies of 
Antwerp. These commercial speculators issued sets of illustrative prints, and spread them 
broadcast over the whole world. The Jesuits made great use of these pictures in educating the 
Heathen of the East and the New World.
